close at 4 p. m. 

f). In case a poll shall bo duly demand- 
ed at the oloction of Couiicillor.s for any 
Ward in tho -said City of Victoria, tho 
vote of tho electors eiititlcil tu viJto in 
such Ward shall be taken on tho day fol- 
lowing the nomination at tho following 
plnpoH, that is to say: 

In Johnson iitrect Ward, at tho now 
City Hall, Douglas street, in the .said 
City. 

In Yates iStroot Ward, at tho Police 
Barracks, Bastion .street, in tho said 
City. 

In Jamos Bay Ward, at tlie Hook and 
Lfidder House, in the said City. 
And the said shall bo open at 10 <j'clock 
a. in. and clo.so at 4 p. in. 

(). In case of a jjoll at an election for 
Miiyi.r and Ciiniu-illors tho vote shall be 
given by ballot. 

7. The balliit uf each voter shtill con- 
sist of a paper (in this Bylaw called a bal- 
lot paper) shfiwing the names and occu- 
pations of the candidates fur the oflico of 
Councillor. In Jdhiison Street Ward, in 
addition to .such bftllot pfiper, there shall 
bo an additional ballot i)aper showing tho 
names and descriptions of tho candidates 
for tho office of ^layor ; each ballot paper ' 
shall have a number printed on tho b.ack 
and shall have attached a counterfoil with 
the j;ame niniibcr printed on the face. At 
the lime nf voting the liallut paper shall 
bo marked on both sides with an ollicial 
mark and delivered to tho voter within 
the polling station, and tho number of 
such voter on tho Register or List of 
Municipal Voters shall be marked on tho 
counterfoil, and tho voter, havingsccrotly 
marked his vote on thu paper and folded 
it up HO as to conce.'il his vote shall place 
it in a closed box in tho presence of tho 
officer presiding at tho Polling Station 
after having shown to him the official 
mark on tho btick. 

8. Any ballot iJanor which has not on 
the back tho onicial mark, or on which 
votes are given to more candidates than 
the voter is" entitled to vote for, or on 
which anything except tho said number 
on tho back is written or marked by which 
tho vote can bo identified shall bo void 
and not counted. 

0. After the close of the poll tho ballot 
boxes shall be closed up so as to prevent 
the insertion of fidclitional ballotpapersand 
shall bo taken charge of by tho Returning 
Officer for Yates Street Ward and that 
officer shall in tho presence of such of tho 
candidates as may be in attendance, or 
tlitjir agents, and nf the Returning OlBcor 
open tho ballot boxci at the new Council 
Chambers, Douglas street, in the said city, 
and ascertain the result of the poll by 
counting tho votes given to each candi- 
date, and shall forthwith declare to bo 
elected tho candidates or candidate to 
whom tho majority of votes have boon 
given. 

10. When an equality of votes is found 
to exist between any candidates at an 
election, and the acUUtion of a vote would 
entitle any of such candidates to bo de- 
clared elected the lleturning Officer shall, 
provided ho be qualified, aa a Municipal 
elector,give such additional vote, but shall 
not in any other case be entitled to vote 
at an election for which ho is Returning 
Oflicer. 

11. And for tho purpose nf regulating 
the mndo of procedure at such election and 
of conducting tho said polls section ono 
of tho Bylaw entitled a "Bylaw to regulate 
tho election of a Mayor and Councillors 
for tho City of Victoria' in tho year 1875" 
eommencing: If .any candidate nominated 
during the time appointed, etc., together 
with all the subsequent sections of tho 
said Hylaw and the schedule thereto ap- 
pended are hereby iiicoiiiorated with this 
Bylaw find shall be read together with 
this Bylaw, as if the same had been ro- 
enactetl, word for word, ber(nn .and 
hereliy. 

This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as "Tho Municipal Elections By- 
law, 1881."

THEyUBLIC DO MAT y. 

It will Uave.boen. observed tlyit tlio 
agreement of the Dominion governineiit 
with the Syndicate coi\t:ains no vc.U'.r- 
ence to tbe hmd.s of this i'rovinri'. 
Thoy arc not incUulcJ in tlio bargain — 
the intention being to allow the Syndi- 
cate to select the required number of 
acrea from the lands o£ the Northwest 
Territory. .The Syndicate are not re- 
quired to construct tlic railway west of 
Kaniloo])s, the Dominion government 
undertaking to complotn the link from 
that ijoirit to saltwater. The speedy 
sottlonient of British Columbia is not 
comprehended in the Syndicate arrange- 
ment. Whatever may bo the iiltorior 
object of the Dominion ^'overnment 
arrangements have not been made with 
the Syndicate to throw .settlers into the 
Pacilic province. The Dominion gov- 
ernment retain the lands lying along 
. nthe^railway belt ami ibis difticult to 
jprundofstand what present uao they can 
ll<mako of them. The nunaber of arable 
acres now unsold along the lino of rail- 
way will not exceed 300,000, and every 
one will undt'rstand at a glance that 
with this meagre allowance it would bo 
unreasonable to expect the Dommion 
government to carry out an extensive 
immigration scheme or to attempt to 
•settle large colonies of old country 
jieople on lands the general character- 
istics of which ai'o so poor that thoy 
would scarcely furnish food for a goat. 
The fact is, the extensive tracts of ara- 
ble lands of tlii.s province are remote 
from tho chosen lino of railway and 
arc the property of tho province. Thoy 
lie north of Frascr river and unless 
thoy are thrown ojien to an assisted 
immigration on tho free grant syateni 
will not be occupied for a generation. 
Now, as it is no part ofthobargain that 
the Dominion or tho Syndicate shall 
colonize the lands that arp not alienated 
from tho province, that duty falls upon 
the local governmoijt) who, having 
neither tho means, the energy nor tho 
abllit)^ to carry out a soliomc of the 
kind, settlement must be of slow and 
unsatisfactory growth. (Tuder the 
Syndicate arrangement, as we have in- 
timated, the energies of tho powerful 
and wealthy corporation will bo all 
bent toward.s settling up the iNoi-th- 
west, and for many years a 
wide stream of population will 
set in towards that mighty region. 
Already wo hear of iicavy purchases of 
Dominion government lands in that 
region by e.t tensive stockraiseis of 
Great Britain and nf tho formation of 
Northwest Imniigrntion Societies in 
Ireland and throughout Europe. When 
the bargain shall have been ratified the 
inSux of enterprising and industrious 
settlers from all jiarts of the civilized 
globe will bo onormous. The railway 
will keep stop with tho increasing hu- 
man tide and the Northwest Territory 
will speedily number its population by 
hundreds of thousands and its agricul- 
tural wealth by millions, But while 
the Northwest Basin is being filled 
with a wealtli-pi'oducing population, 
bow will it fiire with British C'ohunlna! 
Will it continue to slumber while all 
the re.st of the Dominion is athrob with 
life? Are its lands to Ho unoccupied 
and unworked, as thoy have remained 
since the Hood ! Shall tho pernicious 
policy of "no concession" bepermitted to 
longer benuml) the energies and ob- 
struct *he jjrogres.s of tins country ? 
The Dominion government are nnder 
obligations to tho Syndicate to com- 
plete tho section from Kaniloops to 
the sea within ton years. They were 
bound by a treaty with this province to 
complete tho railway from ocean to 
ocean by tho 1st of .July of tho jirescnt 
year. The Carkauvon settlement — 
the only agreement that British Co- 
lumbia can recognize — extended tho 
time limit to IS90. That limit has 
been adopted by the Dominion govern- 
ment in their de;tliiigs with the syndi- 
cate and tiiQ province occnpies 
at this moment an awkward and nn- 
pleasant position. Its best lands are ro- 
mote from the present line of railway, 
far without the present area of settle- 
ment, ond it is now and will bo for 
many years beyond the power of the 
localgovernment to utilize thoselan.ls in 
any way. Shall those lands, then, be 
permitted to remain idle for an indefi- 
nite number of years, shut out from 
settlement and conferring no benetit 
upon humanity because of the adoption 
of a policy which refuses to boiid to reas- 
onable demands of the Dominion? We 
have long been of ojjinion that should 
the Ottawa government engage to 
carry out their treaty obligation.'; with 
usj should ihey in fact, engage to ftilfil 
theCAnN-Anvoxterm8,that it would then 
become the duty and the interest of 
this province to transfer the public 
domain to the Dominion in trust, to be 
disposed of by them. By this means 
the interior will be .speedily settled up, 
roads will be built by the Dominion to 
and through the districts and an era of 
general prosperity will dawn on the 
country.

The claims of women householders 
and ratepayera to the parlifimentary 
franchise were urged at a meeting held 
at the Dilettante Club, London, llr. 
Charles McLean, jNI. P., presided, and 
tho speakers included Miss iMuller, of 
the London School Board, anil Mrs. 
Ashton Dilke. A resolution in support 
of tho object of the nioeting was pass- 
ed, and a petition to the Ftouse of Com- 
mons was also .agreed to. 

In nniking an order for winding up 
the South Kensington cooperative 
stores, Vice Chancellor Malins took oc- 
casion to remark that he considered it 
M\ unfortunate circumstance for the 
tradespeople of ICngland that such con- 
cerns should be established at all. 
Certainly tradesmen would never bo 
able to i)ay their rent and taxes if they 
were undersold by these cheap stores. 
Personally ho never would have any 
dealings with them, but unfortunately 
ladies could not be prevented from giv- 
ing them encouragement.

London Time.'! is curious as showing 
the destination of wedding presents, 
which seem to be .nold as soon as receiv-

Major-Cicneral Sir l'\ Koberts, A'. C, 
was on the 9th inst. admitted to the 
freedom of tho Fislunonger's Company, 
and was subsiquently entertained at a 
banquet in Fiahhiongers' llnll. In re- 
sponding to the toast of his health, tho 
gallant general eulogised the bravery 
aiul devotion of his conn-ades in arms 
in Afghanistan. Oanilahar, lu; said, 
would never have been reaclicil, and 
Ayoob Khan would never have been 
defeated, if the troop.s had not cheerfully 
untlergone the utmost fatigue, and 
gladly faced danger and privation of tho 
severest kind. 

Mr. Ritchie, M. P., was present at a 
conference of London trades held to 
consider the reply of the board of trade 
in reirard to sugar bounties and in the 
course of his speech .said that tho gov- 
ernment, not having ncce])ted the I'o- 
commendation of tho select commitee, 
he did not look forward^ with any hope 
to tbe approaching conference with 
other countries ; and unless |)ul'lic 
ojiinion compelled the government to 
reconsider their decision he feared that 
no good would come out nf the confer- 
ence. iTe strongly recommended the 
formation of brancties of the Anti 
bounty League in the three kingdoms. 

A somewhat curious application was 
made at the Hammersmith court by a 
lady who resides near Lillie bridge. 
Running Grounds, Brompton. She com- 
plained that a great noise was caused by 
the ring of a bell in tho grounds to 
wake up the pedestrian Gale to re- 
sume ills walking match against 
time. The bell, she added, was of the ! 
descri[)tion used at railway st;j.tions, 
and was rung night and day. At nights 
her rest was disturbed, and on Sundays t 
tiie place was like a bear garden. Mr. 
Paget granted her summons, but ad- 
vised the applicant to bring some of ' 
her neighbors with her to give evidence | 
when tho case was heard. i5ut here an 
unexpected dilliculty arose. It ajipears i 
that there is but one other 
occupant of the row in wliicl 
tho lady resides, viz., an old geir 
tleman, who is deaf. This individual, 
therefore, cannot well coinpl in that 
the bell is a nuisance to him. 

Sir George W. Cox calculates that 
the English custom of horse shoeing 
costs tho nation everv year on an aver- 
age nearly .£9,000,000 in hard cash, 
every penny of which might be saved 
f horses were allowed to go unshod. 
Quoting an imposing array of authori- 
ties from Xenophon whose unshod 
cavalry "marched from Ciinaxa over the 
Armenian highlands to the walls of Tro- 
bizond," down to the "Free Lances" of 
the present day. Sir Georga . Cox con- 
tends that it is safer, cheaper, and in 
every way better to let horses go un- 
shod over the hardest roads — es])ecially 
over the slippery asphalt of London 
streets. Two millions and a quarter 
per annum would then be saved in far- 
riers' bills alone ; but this is only a 
fractional part of the money which 
would be saved by the trebling of dura 
tion of equine existence. Horses which 
are now used up when twelve years of 
age would, he contends, last fourteen 
years longer if they were not shod, and 
the value of this prolongation of the 
working life of a iiorso he estimates at 
-£135,000,000 in twenty. one years, or; 
nearly £6,500,000 per annum. Sir 
George ruins his case by overstating it. 
If ho really believes that, for instance, 
a cab-horse if unshod would be able to 
y, ovk twenty-threo years instead of the 
nine which now suflico to wear it out, 
ho will probably not find .single j)rnc- 
tical man to sbaro his opinions.

Hiver.' Tlicy report »s much snow tliree 
or four miles out of tho city as there ia at 
iSooke river. The tr-iil from Goklstro.'\ni 
is very much blacked up with fallen 
timber occaaionod by tlie great weiylit of 
ice wliicli accunnilated on the trees about 
two weeks ago. A lunidrod and throe 
trees of difl'orent sizes wore conntod lyin<j 
across thu trail, to say notliing of limbs 
big and little. Travelline on foot is 
ditHcnlt and packing well nigh impracti- 
cable. Tlio shaft at tho mino is about 
fifteen foot fruin tho bank of tho sti'eam 
and was sunk L'8 foot boforo bod ruck was 
reached. Tt was found aloping into tho 
hill and very smooth and water worn. A 
strata of gravpl five feet in thickness 
covered the rock. This is proof positive 
that an old and deep channel exists, wliieh 
has never been doinousl rated before. .An- 
other shaft will be sunk a few feet furthoi' 
from tlic river. Tliis iKoxpectcd to be at 
least 40 feet deep and will probably strike 
thu bed of tho old channel. Tlio pros- 
pecting party will start out a^ain in 
three or four days and will sot to work 
again with vigor. This will solve tho 
problem as In whether tliat part of the 
country is valuable or valueless; and tho 
test will be Rooked for with no little in- 
terest and anxiety. Tiie prospectors do- 
serve success and so far indications arc 
favorable. 



StATOHESNOT MADE IN" HEAVEN. 
OJiey aro Produced at Rock Bay. 

When the first quarter of tho present 
contuiy expired, tho old-fashioned brim- 
stone match, thin strips of pine, pointed 
at the end, and dipped in melted sulphur, 
were iiniveraally, used. Tho tinder bo.\-, 
flint and stool and those matches wore tho 
only known moans of producing a light. 
Within tho memory of middle-aged 
persons the groat industr}- of manufactur- 
ing matches has arisen. T!io first inven- 
tion forgetting a light was the instantane- 
ous light box containing sulphuric acid in 
a bottle. Into this strips of wood with 
tho ends coated over with a chemical 
mixture wore dipped and combustion pro- 
duced> This was soon superseded by tho 
old lucifor match which, although long 
since discarded, is tho prototype of tlio 
numerous varieties of matches now manu- 
factured. Tho congrovo, a great improvo- 
mont in tho former, was next invented. 
Those require loss friction toignito them, 
and are now in general use the world 
over. Being easily lighted there is more 
or loss danger of coiitlagration in usinK 
them. To secure perfect safety in this 
respect tho "safety match" was intro- 
duced, where tho combustible material, 
phospliorus, which enters into tho com- 
position with which matches are coated, 
is incorporated with tho sand on the box 
instead of being on tho match, Tlioro 
aro iniinoiiso manufacturos of m:itchos in 
Germany, some of which employ as 
many us 3000 men. Many varieties of 
the artii"" i aro produced in tho States and 
in the Dominion; but until recently all 
used in this province were imported ; 
nor have these importations entiro'y 
ce.ased even yot. Tho inanufactDre of 
theso indispeiisablo requisites first com- 
meiiced on Fort street by Mossr.s. Mau.son 
& Hendry and afterwards removed to now 
and commodious buildings between the 
bridges on tho Esquimalt road, will very 
soon stop all such importations. Tlio 
matches of this enterprising firm aro now 
found in every store and dwelling and in 
tho ijockots of every lover of tlio weed. 
After a sharp tight against tlio importoil 
article the aiiceess of the project has boon 
fully secured, and with tho trade of the 
province in their hands tho proprietors 
may, with perfect safety, extend tho 
manufacturing capacity of their works 
as the reqtiiroinonts of tho country 
incroaso. Tlio site of their new promises 
is admirably located on Victoria harbor 
and abutting on tho Esquimalt road, with 
ample wator frontage which is bulkiioaded 
and will soon have a small wharf fur the 
accommodation 'of tho establishment. 
Tho building is a two-story one, tho 
ground lloor of wiiich contains tho .stoam- 
ongino, jamming and cutting machines, 
saws, circ, &c. Here tlie coi'ilwood sticks 
of white pine are made into blocks about 
six inches square and twice the thickness 
of a match. ThoRO after being jammed — 
that is having tho two ends forcibly com- 
pressed so as to make tlio matclios hold 
together ill . bundles, aro again s.-uvn in 
two. One end of each block is then made 
perfectly smooth, after which tho cutting 
machine slices it into matches. The fan- 
like blocks aro then sent to tho drying 
room on the second fiat wliei o a tonipor- 
aturo of from 120' to l.^O' of Fahrenhfit 
soon dries them. Tlioy arc now ready 
for dipping. Tin's process re(iuires great 
care as the material used is of the imwl 
combustible and explosive nature. In 
spite of this care accidents sometimes 
occur. .Vfter the matches aro coated 
with a clieniical preparation of phosjihor- 
UH, chlorate of pottassa and sulphur, tiiey 
then receive a coating of varnish and tho 
article is finished. The blocks then go

Two young and delicate-looking men, 
named John Davis and Lawrence Turner, 
wore tried before Messrs. Dcighton and 
Chipp, J. Ph. , at Yale on tho 2.'5rd ult. , 
charged with having loft the employnioiit 
of the railway contractors carrying with 
thoni goods to the value of S'17.-10. Tho 
prisoners, it came oiit, had boon hired at 
San Francisco to work on the railway, 
and advances wore made to them to ena- 
ble them to" roach tho works.

red each so familiar in every household. 

Those are dexterously wrapjied in paper, 
then jiacked in jiarcels of ten bunches 
each and afterwards in cans of 72 parcels, 
so that each can cont;iins 72,000 matches. 
Tliese aro sold for 82.70 each, thus sup- 
plying nearly three bunches of matches 
for one cent. Tho white pine which is of 
excellent quality is procured from Comox 
chiefly, whore it grows in groat abundance, 
but at some distance from tho steamboat 
landing. Difliculty of access, tliorofrire, 
makes it a somewhat liigli-iiricod article 
before it reaches the match factory. 
Several cords aro stored in outbuilding.^ 
in various stages of seasoning, and a 
largo consignment is now on its way to 
tho factory. This quiet industry, wliich 
has grown up from very small bcginmugs, 
is now yielding fair returns to the enter- 
prising owners and has already been the 
means of retaining thousands of dollars 
in the province and giving employment to 
several workmen.

The (itiaidiirn reports that notwith- 
standing tiie recent decision adverse to 
the legality of tho proceedings of tho Mu- 
nicipal Council of Cliilliwhack some of 
tho Counciliors persist in distraining for 
taxes in that Muiiici|)ality, and some 
strango scones have been tho result.

2'he Archdeaconrij IIouni\ Sa //prr- 
ton. — Dr. Sillitoe, writing of the .-Vrcli- 
deaconry House, makes the following 
o.xtraordinary statement : — 

"A word, first, aljont this house. It 
was built mostly with money borrowed 
from the Archdeaconry of Columbia 
Fund, and this money has never been re- 
paid; ;uid until £100 is forthcoming for 
tho purpose of repayment the houso will 
not be free, nor the Bishop's tenure of it 
secure. Besides which, so dilapidated is 
the condition of tho lionso tliat the esti- 
mate of noces.sary repairs amounts to £2'M 
wliich conies rather heavily upon one at 
first starting. There is, however, no other 
house suitable and available, so it is"Hob- 
son's choice" with us." 

Save the remark about the dilapitlat- 
ed coiulition of the buihiing and the 
cost of repair there is not a line of 
truth in the passage 1 have quoted. 
Let me hrielly give particular.s. By 
your doing so I believe the church in 
British Columbia will escape a serious 
irregularity and words of mine in form- 
er days be fully supported. On my 
arrival in Victoria in ISGl I 
applied to the government through the 
Bishop for a grant of land on 
which to build an Archdeaconry House 
and obtaineil five acres of forest. A 
design was prepared by Wright i 
.Sanders and a gift secured of some 
.£300 or X400 fro'm a fund raisfd in 
England then amounting to i-TiOOO a 
year. The laud was partially cleared 
and a charming house ])roduced. But 
much still remained to be done. To 
meet further expense 1 appealed to the 
trustees of the Archdeaconry Fund 
(leading personages connected with the 
society foi' propagating the gospel in for- 
eign jiarts) for a portion of tho interest 
of ihecndowinoiit which had .•iccuniulated 
between the time tho money was paid to 
tho trustees and that of ray ap|)oint- 
ment as Archdeacon. Not a penny, I 
knew, could be taken from the endow- 
ment itself. In my journal I tind as 
follows : — 

"April 20, 18(32. Received answer 
from S. P. (i. granting ,t;2O0 from tho 
Archdoaconi-y fund provided houso and 
ground at Now Westminster were made 
over for the use of tho .Vrchdeacon of 
Columbia forever. " 

-Answered ihc S. P. G. thus : 

Victoria, V, I., April 30, 18li2. 
Mv Dear Sir,— I havo to acknowledge 
your letter dated March 1st and to thank 
you for it. 'J'he five acres of land or a 
sufllcient part thereof including tho site 
of tho proposed rosidonce will bo at once 
secured to tho special purposes of the 
Archdcaconryas distinct from any parochial 
or other u.ios. The Bishop will forward 
tho required proof to the society so soon 
as tho papers havo been prepared.

The papers were prepared and due 
notitication given to tho trustees by a 
further letter dated,

necessary for attaching the house I occu- 
py and the five acres of land Hurrounding 
it to tho Archdeaconry forever. His Lord- 
ship duly signed and sealcel it, and then 
wrote to you certifying what had been 
done. The sum of £200 granted for out- 
buildings, provided tho above arraugo- 
niont was made, has boon duly expended. 

" Tho houso is beautifully situated and 
around it is f.-ist rising the village of Sap- 
perton, in the. heart, of. Tfliioh I anj, about 



entirely; consequently those 
who live at the South end have to tra- 
vel the whole length of the G or 7 miles 
to get their mail.
